Why should he vindicate the 
name at all? We know our neighbor does not 
seek to make capital for tbe Democracy out of 
the calamities of bis country and out of the 
magnanimous patriotism of tbe Whigs of hit 
Slate. He is above, far abore, anything so 
beggarly at that. We eheerfnlly acquit him of 
any such aim.

Wh UREAS, The laws of th« l'nited States have 
am for some time past snd now are (ipposed, and 
the execution thereof obstructed, in the States of

Now. therefore, I, Abraham Lincoln, President 
of the United States, in virtne of the power in 
tne vested by the Cunsti ution and the laws, have 
thought tit to call forth, and berrhv do rill forth, 
tbe Militia of the several Sun... of the Union, to 
tbe aggregate number of To.

fv«-\Vo all know, that, when it was rumored 
in Mississippi that a steamboat from Pittsburg 
was expected to go down the Mississippi river 
with arms for United States troops, the Missis- 
sippi authorities placed a battery at Vicksburg 
under the command of Captain Miller with 
instructions to bring every downward Uaxt to 
and seize any munitions of war that might be 
found. Accordingly all downward boats, for 
a time, were compelled to land and subjected 
to a search. 

On Wednesday last, the populace of Cin 
cinnati gave evident signs of an intention to 
seize several boxes of guns and a quantity of 
provisions purporting to be destined for Mem 
phis and Little Rock. Those who contempla- 
ted the seizure undoubtedly thought that there 
was a fraud in the case — that the articles were 
really meant for the Southern Confealcracy 
now at war with the United Stales. To pre 
vent violence on the |wrt of the mob. the ji 
In e took pis ue w i .ion of the articles and gave re 
reipts for them. The statement in the de 
spatches that two steamers were employed by 
the Cincinnati authorities to overhaul and 
search all descending bouts appears to have 
been without the slightest foundation. 

The telegraphic version of the affair at Cin- 
cinnati created, as our fellow -citizens know, a 
great excitement here on Wednesday night. 
An exasperated crowd started with two or 
three pieces of artillery tor the river bank, all 
of them resolved to bring to a boat said to be 
on her way from St. Louis to Piiuburg with 

' guns on board, and to take them from 
her, and some of them swearing to stop here- 
after every upward-hound boat and subject her 
to search, and her freight, il uei-essary, to con- 
tiseation. But the crowd, on learning that the 
arms expected from St. Louis were chiefly tbe 
property of Kentucky, di-per-ed and went to 
their homes. 

Now, undoubtedly, if there is or shall be 
war, all articles contraband of war will be li- 
able to seizure whenever one of the belligerent 
powers can take them in transit to the do- 
minions of the opposing power. But all the 
Slates on both sides of the l Ihio, to say nothing 
of those on the Mississippi, should be extreme- 
ly careful how they exercise the power of 
seizure or even of annoyance. They must lie 
careful in this thing, or they will annihi- 
late Western navigation altogether. If one 
State on the Ohio plant batteries on the 
shore to bring boats to, all the other live 
States upon that river will very soon do the 
same thing in a spirit of rctaliaii jn. Tbe an- 
noyance and the occa-ional seizure of freights 

will arm and shots will be 
tween river ai 
.me State, will 
ports of the opposite State and be fired at 
even there; and ere lou^ the cities and towns 
of each shore will be plied with shot and shell 
from tbe other. 

We would have no Su e submit to any out- 
rage on her legitimate commerce either North 
of us or South of us. But, if wrongs are to 
be redressed, let the redress by all means be 
undertaken by the regular authorities and not 
by irregular crowds in Cincinnati or Louis- 
ville or anywhere else, acting upon the as- 
sumption that there is nothing but gospel-truth 
in telegraphic despatches. The evil day is 
likely to come to our commerce soon enough, 
Heaven knows, without being hastened by a 
roused population in any State or States. 

(J"W'c would say a word or two in expla- 
nation of the ordinance passed by our City 
Council on Wednesday night appropriating 

i.i «" ' for arming the citizens of Louisville 
and putting the city in a state of defence. At 
such a time as this, when the North and the 
South seem lushed into a commotion like that 
of the sea swept by a hurricane, when men all 
over the country, men at tbe North and men 
at the South, uro volunteering by hundreds of 
thousands and rushing to arms for conflict, 
and when there seems imminent danger that 
our city and our State may soon be made, 
without their own consent, to resound to the 
tread ot hostile armies, it cannot be thought 
strange that the enlightened guardians of our 
municipal interests have deemed it right and 
proper, in \iew of oil the aaaMMaj and 
piobabilities in the near nnd the far future, to 
endeavor to put our city in a condition to meet 
any destiny that may be awaiting ber.

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In God's name, we repeat, let it be av. .ides'. 
We sincerely think that much of the ill feeling 
has been produced by bold, had, and designing 
men, who magnify every little difficulty con- 
nected with the apprehension of a fugitive 
slave into a cause of quarrel, and a 
case of national wrong and govern- 
mental injustice. The South for the last thirty 
or forty years has been educat**d to regard the 
North as its natural enemv, and yet during 
that entire period, while the politicians hav 
been fanning the tires of discontent, the people 
of the sections have tntervistted, intertradol, 
and intermarried without any apprehension. 
It is certainly lingular, or it would be were it 
not for the peculiar recklessness and thought- 
lessness of the American charac ter, that the 
aspiring politicians of the South and the dan- 
gerous agitators should ever have been per- 
mitteel to bring the country to this pass. Why 
should the South doubt the affection entertain- 
ed for it by the Northern masse-?

We unqu ilifiedlv disai.- 
prnve of secession, both as a constitutional right 
and as a remedy far existing evil- ; ws equal ly 
condemn tbe policy of I be Administration in refer- 
ence to the seceded States. But while wc, with- 
out qualification, condemn the polii-v of coercion 
aa calculated to dissolve the Union forever and to 
di-solve it in tbe blood of our fellow citizens, and 
regard it as sufficient to justify tbe Slate in refn- 
sing her cid to the Government, in its attempt to 
suppress Ihe revolution in the seceded Stales, we 
do not think it her duty, considering her position 
in tbe Union, and in view of the great question 
of tbe peace i. f our distracted country, to take 
sides sgainsi the Government. Tennessee has 
wronged no State or citizen of this Union. She 
has violated the rights of no .Ntite, North or 
South. She his been loval to all where loyalty 
was due. She hie not brought on ibis war bv 
any act of hers. She has tried every means ill 
her power to prevent it. She now stands ready 
to do anvthiug within her reach to stop it. And 
she ought, ss we think, to decline joining either 
partv. For in so tloiiig, they w. uM at once ter- 
minate ber vrand mission of peace maker, be- 
tween the States of tbe South and the General 
Government. Nay, more; the almost inevitable 
result would lie tbe transfer of the war within her 
own I .order* — the defeat of all hoj^ of reconcilia- 
tion, snd the deluging of the State with the I.I. ..I 
of ber own people. 

The present duly of Tennessee, is to maintain 
a position of independence— taking sides with the 
union and the peace of t he ountrv against all as- 
sailants, whether from tbe North or South. H«r 
position should be to maintain the sanctity of her 
soil, from the hostile tread of anv party. 

We do not pretend to foretell tbe future of Ten- 
nesaea, in connection with the other States, or in 
reference to tbe Federal Government. We do 
not pretend to be able to tell the future purposes 
of tbe President and Cabinet in reference to the 
impending war. But should a purpoee lie devel 
oped by the tiovernment of overrunning and 
subjugating our brethren of the seceded Stoles, 
we sav untquivocallv, that it will be the duty of 
the State to resist at" all hazards, at any cost, ami 
by armi, any such purpose or attempt. And to 
meet any and all emergencies, she ought to br 
•i //y armed, and we would reepectfully call upon 
the authorities of the State to proceed at once to 
tbe accomplishment of this object. 

I>.t Tennessee, then, prepare thoroughly and 
efficient lv tor coming events. In the meantime, 
let ber as epeedilv as she can, bold a Conference 
with ber sister "slavebolding States vet in tbe 
Union, for tbe purpose of devising plans for the 
preservation of tbe peace of tbe land. Fellow- 
citizens of Tennessee, we entreat you to bring 
yourselves up to tb. magnitude of tb. crisis. 
Look in tbe face impending calamities. Civil 
war — what is iti* The bloodiest and darkest pages 
of history answer this question. To avert this, 
who would not give bis time, his talents, his un- 
tiring- energy— his all? 'I bate may be yet time 
to accomplish everything. Let us not despsir. The 
Border Slave Statee may preven this civil war;

A abort distance from Gay street, between Gay 
and Frederick ttreets, ■ number of laborers were 
engaged In repaying the bed of the street, aod 
just at tha moment when tbe ear reached G*v 
street, were engaged in removing cobble stones-^- 
some SO or 40 men assembled there, having fol- 
lowed tbe car from tha depot, and with cheers for 
Davis and the Southern Confederacy, hurled bit- 
ter taunts of Northern Black Republicans. This 
continued for several minutea, when, as tbe bor-es 
were again attached and the car moved off, it was 
proposed to stone it. Before tbe car bad gone 
twenty yards, almost every window was broken, 
and a portion of the crowd* fallowed a considera- 
ble distance, hurlirg stones. Tbe eighth car was 
treated in the same manner, but the ninth car 
apparently being empty, was reached with only 
one stone. The cr >wd exulted in their work, de- 
claring that the Black Republicans should not 
pass through Man Und. A lapse of five minut.e 
succeeded, a number of reRpectal le persons in 
the meanwhile urging tbe crowd to tear up 
the track. After the first train had paaied, 
one was observed on Pratt street b idga, wh-re 
olistructions were placed, and a portion of tba . 
track was taken up. Oleerving tin*, the ears ' 
were turned back to tbe Pratt street depot and 
the men embarked and prepared to march t h rough 
the city, 
appeared at 

came along at a brisk pace, and on reaching 
Centre market an immense concourse of people 
closed in behind them and commerced stoning 
the.n, when they reached Gay street, where the 
tiack bad been token up. 

A large crowd of men arrived wi'h paving 
stones, and showered ihem on their heads with 
such a farce that several of them were knocked 
down. At the corner of South and Pratt streets 
a man fired a pistol into tbe ranks of the militia, 
when those in the rear ranks immedi tely 
wheeled and fired upon their assailants, and seve- 
ral were wounded. Tbe guns of the a idiers that 
had f .Hen wounded were seised and fired upon the 
ranks with fatal effect in two or three inatoncaa. 
After they reached Calvert street thev succeeded 
in checking their pursuers by a rspuf fire, whkb 
brought down two or three. 

When they reached Howard street another 
large crowd was collected, some stories were 
thrown st them, but their guns were not loaded. 
As they passed down Howard street to the depot 
it soon appeared that orders were giv n to clear 
the tracks. Near tbe main depot building this 
was done and son after a large paasei.ger car of 
tbe Philadelphia and Baliimore Company came 
up at a rapid rata filled with the so die r»! Thia 
car waa swo followed bv about IU more all of 
which were occupied by the militia, in all eleven 
companies, being an aggregate of eight hundred 
and sixty man. 

As soon aa tba train arrived some of the troops 
w.re compelled to change cars when thev were 
hooted at by the crowd, but no overt act waa 
committed.

Knoush hsi not been said, indeed too much 
cannot well be said, on tbe subject of the free 
navigation of tbe Mississippi, snd the ineoleut 
attempt to control it and tax oar trade. 

Tbe great valley, after excluding all Texas, 
all Western Virginia and Pennsylvania, and all 
I west of Kaass , contain* an area double in ex- 
I tent ail the Union east of it, with more than fir* 
\ times the ability to sustain population, the advan- 
tage In eltauve and soil being prorisrly consid- 
ered. With thou exclusions, the vallev now has 
a pipulation of 18. 100. 000, of which "l.500,(X»0 
> are slaves and 11.900,000 free. Of t hat free pop- 
ulation, Louisiana and Mississippi have only 
760,000. Twenty vears benoa, when those two 
State* will hare oolr a million and a half or at 
most two millions of whites, the rest of the val- 
ley will have Beer thirty million if tbe rapid in- 
crease of the two last decades is kept up. 

The fact is, that, notwithstanding its thirteen 
million of population, tbe valley may be pn perly 
sild to be only well prepared for settlement, aid 
to have only got a g<«l start in manufactures and 
commerce. Its capabilitive in tba war of popula- 
tion reaches at lea*t two hundred million, without 
approaching tbedensi'y of European nations. 

Its development in commerce and manufactures 
during the next twenty years will I* rapid are I 
vast. Mexico when quieted, with Central 
America. Souih America, and the West Indies, 
are or will lie the abundant markets f r tbe enor- 
mous agricultural ami manufacturing product* of 
the valley, and in which she can meet nopuccess-
